A hirge iind appreciative audience lis- 
tened lo the address of Professor Ske|- 
lon. before the Kingston V. M. C. A., 
on the Canadian Immigration Problem, 
In Introducing his subject, Professor 
Skeltnn declared that while immigra- 
tion Is by no means a new thing II 
possessed Important new features. The 
Hiinnlsli Vandal and Teutonic migra- 
tions ligure largely In early history, but 
they were movements of whole peoples, 
while today Immigration Is Individual, 
not tribal or national, and Is much more 
tremendous and rapid. Each year with- 
in recent limes more 1 1 uns bave left 
Europe than marched under the Hun- 
nlsh chiefs, more Teutons than Invad- 
ed Italy. 

During the early Middle Ages Europe 
settled down from a migratory condi- 
tion. Strong local ties were formed 
that bound men to the soli and to the 
parish. This condition of fixity and lit- 
tle movement from country to country 
existed even long after the discovery 

uf America, In evidence of which It 
may he cited that fewer people left 
Europe In the lui. century than In 
191 2 alone. 

The chief reason for this disparity Is 
Ihe Improvement In means of commun- 
ication and travel. Hut the old reas- 
ons for Immigration still r.tlst. Viz., de- 
sire for grenter freedom of worship, 
better facilities for making a llvlpg, 



better government, etc., In general a 
desire for Improved political, economic, 
social and religious conditions. Great 
waves of national and religious feeling 
audi as that which together with the 
fear of massacre Is driving the Jews 
from Itussln are evident In different 
countries. Dislike of military service 
Is sending forth by thousands the citi- 
zens of Germany, Austria und even 
the Scandinavian countries. The Sla- 
vic pensants are in enormous numbers, 
exchanging wage conditions of twen- 
ty cents a day In itussln for cniulltnnn 
In America under which dollars are as 
plenty as sixpences In their native 
land. Western European countries like 
Germany, France, Holland and firent 
Hi Itotn are approaching a level of well- 
to-do prosperity so that where anxiety 
to avoid military service is not the 
case people go to the t'nlted States 
and Canada to widen their range of 
Choice, to rise In the social scale, and 
to secure better opportunities for them- 
selves and their children to enter high- 
er occupations and professions. 

This tremendous modern immigra- 
tion has been made possible by scien- 
tific inventions. While telegraphs and 
newspapers have made the world, our 
railroads and steamships have greatly 
cheapened and quickened travel. It Is 
now easier to cross the Atlantic than to 
cross the Baltic two centuries ago. The 



Ilusslan Jew can land In Winnipeg for 
J40. .Many Italians Und it cheaper to 
winter In Naples, (laying fare both 
ways, than to remain In New Vork, 
Italian farm laborers harvest their 
olive crops and then during Hie Euro- 
pean winter work as hands In the 
Ileitis of Argentina. 

As a result of easy communication 
the i im und New world Influence each 
other strongly nnd immediately mass 
meetings have been held In Winnipeg 
10 protest against the Judicial decis- 
ions In Russia. The completion id 
railway contracts In Canada was de- 
layed by the Balkan war. Industrial 
Work In Italy luis been greatly improv- 
ed and Increased by returned workers 
with progressive American Ideas. A 
political meeting in Austria was ad- 
dressed in the best Broadway English. 
Tens of thousands of people who would 
In olden times have been rooted to 
their parish, now move freely back- 
wards and forwards across Ihe world. 

The extent of Immigration to our 
own country is enormous. In l'.ioi 
there were 5,300,000 people In Canada. 
Since that day over 2,700,000 immi- 
grants have landed on our shores. Of 
course we must make allowance for 
those who have returned to Europe or 
have gone to the United States. We 

[may have supposed that the tide of 
Immigration lo the U.S. had com- 
pletely turned, but it Is n little known 
fact that from 50,000 to 70,000 na- 
tive-born Canadians emigrate to our 
southern neighbor each year. Hut 
from Europe we annually receive a 
number of newcomers larger than the 
population of New Brunswick, more 
Austrlans alone than there are people 
In Prince P.dward Island, und more 
French than there were in t'anadaat 
Ihe end of the French régime. There 
mo more Jews In Montreal than there 
are in Jerusalem. No other country 
except United States has ever receiv- 
ed such a flood of foreigners. 

I But the relative proportion of im- 
migration lo population Is much 

i higher In Canada than In the United 
states. We get 400,000 Immigrants 
annually, while our neighbor gets 1,- 

'000,000. That Is, we get one out of 
twenty nf our number each year while 
the United States get one out of one 
hundred. The composition of the new 
settlers is different for each country. 
Formerly Ihe .United States received 
the majority of her newcomers from 

! northern Europe, but at present seven 
oui of ten come from southern and 
southeastern Europe, in Canada the 

number is reversed, seven out of ten 
of our European Immigrants coining 
from Germany, France. Holland, 
Scandinavia and the British Isles. 
This means Hint our Immigrants are 
mainly of the same blood, the same 
traditions and the same religious be- 
liefs as ourselves and consequently 
are easier of assimilation than the 
Southern Europeans who form the 
J Imlk of American Immigration. An- 
Idther way In which our problem dif- 
fers from that of our American neigh- 
bors Is that there is an abundance of 
free land in Canada while In the 
United States homesteads are almost 
a thing of the past. There the for- 
eigners flock to the cities, where they 
hold together and stubbornly adhere 
to their own usages and customs. Oil r 
Immigrants go mainly to the land 
where they more readily become Can- 
adians, The religious beliefs of our 
Immigrants give rise to certain prob- 
lems. The coming of 400,000 new set- 
tlers of varying sects would In any 
case lie u serious problem and it Is 
more serious because our newcomers 
have lost the old land ties of habit, 
neighborhood and church and are left 
lo form new religious connections. 
The majority of the new immigrants 
ure divided between Roman Catholics 
and Protestants and do not materially 
change the balance between these two 
hrnnches of Christianity. Dur most 
troublesome problem Is that of the 
Jew and the Greek Catholic. The Jew 
Is notably tenacious of his religion. 
He is heir to an old and noble failli, 
and Is not likely to yield II readily for 
Christianity or for the belief of any 
liatrlculiir Christian sect, each nf 
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which he is likely to regard as a new- 
er development lacking splendid tra- 
ditions; and the hitter especially he I 
may regard as a mere mushroom do- ! 
yelopment. Hut his christian nelgh- 
hors do Infulence him and he becomes 
I more heterodox and liberal, less In- | 
Slstenl on Mosaic law and ritual. 
There is a powerful Jewish reform 
movement in American and Canadian 
Cities particularly where socialism has 
■arisen through sweat-shop conditions. 
;(>n the whole we must lake the Jew 
.as we find him, and interpret his faith 
.In such a way as to get his assent to 
(the broad principles underlying both 
Otir faith and his. The Creek Cath- 
olic has neither Ihe intellectual capa- 
cities nor the noble religious tradi- 
tions of the Jew. neither has lie the 
wealth of the liomun Catholics, nor a 
similar powerful hierarchy lo receive 
him. He Is i r. unsettled, and Ignor- 
ant. 

Most of our Creek Catholics are 
Oallclans, Ituthenians ami Poles. 
When Poland was partitioned in the 
18th century those of Its people who 
fell under Russian dominion retained 
their ancient Creel; religions and 
those who became Austrian subjects 
were compelled to recognize the Pope 
as spiritual head. but kept their 
priesthood and much of their ritual. 
The Presbyterian Church In the west. 

leCOglllZlng that these people Would 

become very pour Presbyterians, lias 
refrained from proselytizing and edu- 
cating men among their number lo 
act as religious teachers, has striven 
Instead to make them better Creek 
Catholics. 

Turning to the economic side of our 

Immigration problem we find many 
arguing that the Introduction of cheap 
foreign labor lowers the wages of our 
Canadian tradesmen and the standard 
of living. Such Wiis the view of the 
majority In a commission which re- 
ported on thai question In the United 
Slates. Although It Is tpilte conceiv- 
able that a great Influx of members 
of a particular trade milglll cause 
suffering to thut class of tradesmen, 
11 Is a fact that our immigrants tire 
divided among many branches ol la- 
bor, and therefore do not cause these 
conditions. And as there is an abund- 
ance of natural resources there will 

always be plenty of room for workers. 
The supply of labor In Canadian In- 
dustries has always lagged behind 
tl'.at of capital and natural resources. 

Besides, many of our Immigrants go 

on the hind and do not compete with 
tradesmen at all, bill on the contrary 
furnish a larger market for the pro- 
ducts of those tradesmen. Further. 
II It were not for the unskilled la- 
bor of the Austrian and Russian the 
cbnirucllon of our canals and railways 
would have progressed slowly. 

From the political point of view 
circumstances are different. Canada 
supplies the last attempt to work out 
democratic government. For success 
in this most difficult form of govern- 
ment we need uur immigrants to 
share our Ideals. We should not de- 
sire to wipe out local color, but we 
n.ust have unity In the fundamentals 
of democracy that Is in common sym- 
puthy and common faith In democratic 
Institutions. 

On tills ground Prof. Skellon fa- 
vored the restriction of Asiatic Im- 
migration, There Is no likelihood of 
harmony of racial and political Ideals, 
Social prejudice nnd Ihe lusting faith 
of the Japanese or Chinese In his 
racial Ideals forbid Intertmyrlage 
and general social Integration. By 
Introducing Asiatics into Canada 
without restriction we should be cre- 
ating for ourselves a problem worse 
than that of the negro In the United 
States. The questions we meet can 
inly be solved by studying the homes 

of our Immigrants; their conditions. 

Ideals, traditions and tendencies. The 
speaker concluded with a word of 
hope. We fiave no real cause for 
alarm with regard to the assimilation 
of our new citizens. It will be a great 
task but one within our powers; nnd 
we need not despnlr of accomplish- 
ment.— Queen's Journal.

A few of the McGill track men re- 
turned from KlngHlon yesterday, but 
most of the athletes remained In the 
Limestone city to see the great match 
this afternoon, which will practically 
cinch the championship In the case of 
a victory by the Ited nnd White. 

Amongst those who returned wns Ihe 
Track club's President. C. S. Macken- 
zie. When npproachod by a "Daily" 
reporter yesterday afternoon, he gave 
as his views thnt the bad lieutlng re- 
ceived at the bunds of ihe Varsity 
tenm, which wns doubly hard for Its 
unexpectedness, was mainly caused by 
the utter failure of all the McGill 
sprinters to get going, except Hlllicr. 
These events, with the weights, were 
supposed to be the strong departments 
of the Ited and White's team, but a 
total of seven points, a first In the hun- 
dred and a third In the 220 and quar- 
ter, was the best the McGill speed nr- 
'.Ists could produce, while the aggrega- 
tion from the Queen city piled up twen- 
ty points out of u possible of twenty- 
four, gaining two llrsts. three seconds 
nnd one third, which gnvo the Blue and 
White nn advantage of thirteen points, 
Instead of McGill having a lead. This 
disappointing showing seemed to be 
caused to a grent extent by nervous- 
ness, as tlie sprinters all lacked their 
accustomed "pep" at the stnrt, except 
Hllller, whose lime of 10 3-5 sees, for 
the hundred ngalnst a wind varying be- 
tween twenty and thirty miles, blow- 
ing straight down the stretch, wns ex- 
ceedingly good. From all reports tho 
track, too, does not seem to hnve been 
In the best of condition. 

So strong, Indeed, wns the wind, that 



most of the hurdles were blown down 
as soon as set up, necessitating a novel 
arrangement for their support. A 
string wns tied lo all tho hurdles In 
each line and a man stood at the fin- 
ish holding the etui of this string. Thl» 
loo shows how dead ngnlnst'the run- 
nels the wind was. 

Besides llillier, several of the McGIU 
men made an excellent showing. Stae- 
Dougall, who cleaned up the weight 
cvents'nbsohttely, was the highest scor- 
er of the meet with his fifteen points, 
and though In- broke no records, had 
he not returned to his old trick of over- 
eagcrness and stepped out of his ring, 
he would have set up a lasting marU 
In the hammer throw. His last hurl, 
on which lie was disqualified, was 131 
ft. !i in. Gushing and Cambridge, too, 
both did even better than was expected 
of them, the lnlter romping home a 
winner in the three mile event, Cush- 
ing got second place In the polo vault, 
and hurdles as well. His showing In 
the tlrst event was nulle expected, but 
It was hardly thought that he would 
gain three points ngalnst such a lino 
Held as Hrleker, Urown anil McGIU's 
other hurdler. Lockhart, who came 
from the Maritime Provinces with 
quite a reputation for this event. 

The showing made by many of the 
Varsity men, notably nricker and llur- 
ness, who each gathered In eleven 
points for the Blue and White, wns 
most remarkable, L'.urness got pinces, 
one tlrst and two seconds. In nil tho 
sprints, nnd Brickor two tlrst in Iho 
field, In the pole vault and broad Jump, 
nnd showed In the hurdles. MclCeough 
showed lino form In the IiIkIi Jump, 
gaining another victory for Toronto, 
and several others of the Varsity team 
did well. 

The poor showing some of the Mc- 
GIU men made should not detract In 
the least from Varsity's victory, ns nl- 
most without exception the Blue and 
White representatives pulled off tlicl 
events In faultless style. 
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A COMEDY OF ERRORS 



A news article appearing on the front page of yesterday's is- 
sue of the "Daily" has evidently caused a considerable furore in 
the minds ot certain ill-informed and foolish undergraduates. 
These persons, who are evidently quick to act but slow of thought, 
have constituted themselves a board of censors for the occasion, and 
have sent us a communication setting forth their views on the news 
item in question. 

This letter is so good that we cannot refrain from printing it in 
another column over the names of those responsible for its concoc- 
tion. It might be termed a comedy of errors. The letter, besides 
containing an inaccurate statement, is most amusing to read. We 
hope that its authors will glow with a feeling of virtuous pride when 
they see their efforts actually in print, as this seems to be the only 
satisfaction they are likely to derive from it. As they seem to be 
laboring under certain delusions it might be as well to set the matter 
straight. 

The first of the weird statements made by the "indignant 
protestors" appears in the second sentence of their epistle, which 
•ays: "It is curiously inconsistent that after urging your readers to 
make the trip to Kingston, you hould place a sinister motive on 
the action of any cadets who act on the suggestion." On reading the 
article referred to, very carefully, it must be admitted that we have 
failed to find anything in it which places a sinister motive on the 
action of any cadets in going to Kingston ; unless the writers consid- 
er the intention to cheer for R.M.C. a sinister motive. This is im- 
probable, however, as further on they defend the c.\-cadets in this 
very action. Also, there was no mention made of any cadets in the 
article. Reference was made, however, to ex-cadets who are at 
present enrolled as undergraduates at McGill. 

The letter then goes on to say that it would be strange if the 
loyalty due to three years' attendance in a small residential college 
should be altogether forgotten after seven or eight months attend- 
ance at McGill. It most certainly would be strange, and we heart- 
ily commend the acumen of those who were able to perceive this. 
Our correspondents, however, seem to have overlooked the fact that 
the men in question are attending McGill just at present, and there- 
fore, owe a certain amount of loyalty to this University. To many 
people it might appear that a neutral attitude would be the proper 
one to adopt in a case of this sort. 

In the next sentence the writers go on to give their opinion, a 
poor one, on a McGill man who, if taking post-graduate work at 
Harvard, would cheer for the hockey team of that University when 
it was playing against McGill. They are perfectly right in their 
opinion, but the case is not an analogous one. R.M.C. Cadets come 
to McGill not lo take post-graduate work but to enroll themselves as 
full undergraduates, and are, therefore, the same in this respect as 
any other students attending the University. 

Further on, the letter says, "In stating that some students arc 
scouting for R.M.C. you make a most serious charge against the 
honor of some of the finest men in college." In this sentence the 
writers clearly show the folly of their whole communication. We 
advise them to read the article over carefully. As this might not 
succeed in bringing home to them their mistake, we shall explain it 
all here. The article made absolutely no charges whatever. It 
simply gave publicity to a persistent rumor which was in circulation 
at the time, and w hich the "Daily" has since investigated and proved 
untrue. 

After demanding a full and unconditional apology for the im- 
agined charges supposed to have been contained in the article, the 
writers state that it is unnecessary to add that they arc not R.M.C. 
graduates. It is not only unnecessary, itisabsurd. We cannot imagine 
a concoction of the kind that they send, coming from anyone who 
has taken a course at that institution. Soldiers are trained lo be pru- 
dent at least, and it would be an ignorant cadet indeed who rushed 
into print with a production such as the one referred to above. The 
writers deserve the censure of every sane and level-headed under- 
graduate, for giving such undue publicity to a matter which otherwise 
would have passed off in comparative quietude. When next they 
wish to vent their indignation, it might be well to think things over 
previous to taking any action.
